Washinoto.v, Oct. 5.—A split on po­ 
litical lines was narrowly averted in the 
meeting of the Pau-EYesbyteriaii al­ 
liance. 
The trouble grew out of a reso­ 
lution the day before favoring arbitra­ 
tion as a solution of the difficulty be­ 
tween Great Britain and the TYausvaal. 
Objection to this resolutiou was raised 
on the ground that arbitration was out 
of place between a sovereign state and 
one of its dependencies. There are two 
South African delegates to the meeting, 
Kev. P. C. J. Meiruig of Johannesburg 
and Rev. H. S. Busman of Pretoria. Mr. 
Bosnian left Here on Monday for Africa 
in response to a cablegram begging him 
to ooine back to his peonle because of ¡ 
the threab'iiiug war outlook. 
j 
Dr. Meiiuig soou after the sessiou 
opened presented a letter to the chair­ 
man of the meeting. This was referred 
without reading to the business com­ 
mittee. 
Though its contents were not 
made public, it was soou known that it 
was a req uest from the Boer member to 
have his name stricken from the rolls 
as an evidence of his displeasure at the 
slight put uiHju his country. 
At the 
afternoon sessiou, however, an adjust­ 
ment was reached. Dr. Meinug was 
induced to witlidraw his letter of resig­ 
nation and the chairman presented the 
following resolutiou, which was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
“ in view of the present distressing 
situation Is tween Great Britain and the 
Transvaal, it is the earnest hope and 
prayer of thi.s alliance that a peaceful 
solution of the present crisis may be 
reached.” 
Upon the adoption of this resolutiou, 
it was moved tliat a prayer should be 
oftered lor the cousuminatiou of this 
much desired event. 
The chairman 
therefore called upon the venerable Dr. 
Cavan, “ the father of the alliance,” who 
offered a simple, heartfelt prayer for 
peace. 
It was dei'ided to establish a perma­ 
nent otticc of the aiiiaiice in London. 
Kt'ports were heard on tht* mission 
Wo rk of the alliance in Europe and 
tkjuth America. 
Dr. Matthew’s, in pre­ 
senting tue Euroiieau reports, declared 
that there u a u been large w’lthdrawals 
of boih pr<esis and members from the 
Roman Caiholie church in France and 
Austria. 
Dr. Matthews also commented se­ 
verely on the practice which he said ob­ 
tained among -English and American 
tourists, even ministers, of making the 
Sabbath a day of sightseeing and travel. 
Al last night's ses.siou, Ht'V. Drs. H. 
M. Kietier of Easton, Pa., and T. M. 
Humill of ikiltast, Ireland, made ad­ 
dresses on recent historical annivers­ 
aries. 
The delegates then attended a 
reception given in their honor by Rev.

Manila , Oct. 5.—Several hundred in 
snrgents reoccupied Porac, which was 
captured by General MacArthur on 
Sept. 28 and evacuated by the Ameri 
cans the following day. 
The insurgent forces were also re 
ported moving toward Mexico, south 
east of Angeles. 
The object of the double movement 
was, apparently, to get bi^hind the 
American garrison on l^ th sides of the 
Manila-Dagnpau railway. 
Recou nuisances from Mexico by the 
Fourth cavalry toward 
Santa 
Ana, 
northeast of Mexico, and toward Arayat, 
due north of Santa Ana, developed the 
fact that the insurgents were in posi­ 
tion at both ix)ints. 
An American private was killed in the 
skirmish at Santa Ana. 
The Arayat party learned that Scott 
and Edward.s of the Twenty-fifth in­ 
fantry, who are missing, are prisoners 
at Magaiaye (Magalange?). The insur­ 
gents made two attacks on Calamba, in 
which the commanding officer reports 
60 Filipinos were killed and 
many 
wouudeil. 
Two companies of the Twenty-first 
regiment repelled each attack, losing 
two men killed and seven wounded. 
Bolomeu surprised an American out­ 
post near Guagua, killing two privates. 
The other two escaped. 
While four sailors of the United States 
cruiser Baltimore were entering the Ba- 
ooor river m a ooat, after the fight, they 
received a volley, wounding three. It 
was understotid that the volley came 
from United States soldiers, who, hav­ 
ing been ordered to prevent the passing 
of boats, fiKKi by mistake upon the Bal­ 
timore’s boats. 
Rear Admiral Watson announced the 
recovery of tiie United States gunboat 
Urdaueta, which was captured and 
beaclied by the insurgents near Orani, 
on the Orani river, where she had been 
blockading. 
The expedition was entirely success­ 
ful, the Americans suffering no casual­ 
ties.

NATIONS EXCHANGE VIEWS. 


MORE SHIPS ORDERED

W as h in u to n , Oct. 6 .—The president 
directed the immediate dispatch to the 
Philippines of a number of vessels of 
the navy, including the cruiser Brook­ 
lyn and the gunboats M arietta and 
Ma- 
chias. 
The action is the result of Ad­ 
miral Dewey’s interview, in which he 
went over the Philippine situation with 
the president. 
The admiral recommended that the 
vessels be sent. 
Admiral Dewey paid a visit to the 
navy department. Following him was 
his Chinese servant, Ah Soong, bearing 
the sword in its oaken casket. 
The ad­ 
miral carried this into the room of the 
superiutejideiit of the building. Com­ 
modore Baird, his old uersonal friend, 
and the latter placed the gift in his big 
safe. 
The detaching of Admiral Dewey 
from the Olympia had the effect of de­ 
taching Lieutenant Brumby, his flag 
lieutenant, and Lieutenant Caldwell, 
the atliuirai 
secretary, from the duties 
they have iiitherto performed for him. 
An order was issued, however, direct­ 
ing these o fficers to report to the ad­ 
miral in eouiiection with his shore 
duties.

L o n do n , Oct. 5.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria said the Irausvaal gov­ 
ernment seized gold to the value of 
£ 80U,0<X), whu h is now hxiged In the 
state mint. 
The government, the dis­ 
patch added, will indemnify the banks 
to which the gold is consigned. 
London, Oct. 5.—Tlie most sensa­ 
tional news from Houth Africa is a re­ 
iteration of tlie report of the acq uisition 
by the Transvaal authorities of £ 500,- 
000 111 gold, which was on the way to 
Capt* Town from Johaniiesbui'g. 
The 
confirmation conies from two sources. 
Tne Cape Argus asserts that the 
Boers made the seizure at Vereeuigiug, 
the amount bmug the week's shipment 
of gold on the way from the Kaud to 
Cai>e Town, aud forwarded to treasury 
at Pretoria. 
Tlie report is also confirmed by a 
c4iblcgram received by a mining com­ 
pany ill Loudon from their representa­ 
tive, winch 18 to the eff ect that tiie tram 
u{)ou which he was traveling from Jo­ 
hannesburg to Cape Town was held up 
and looted ny Boers, wiio secured £ 3lX>,- 
000 iu gold, the aiiiouiit being consider 
ably less than the original estimate, 
Pketukia, Oct. 5.—President Kruger 
iu his spt'cch at the adjouruiiient of the 
raads, according to trustworthy reports 
said: 
“ Everything points to war because a 
spirit of falscliooti has overtaken other 
countries and because the people of the 
Transvaal wish to govern themselves. 
Although thousands may come to at­ 
tack us, we have nothing to fear, fur the 
Lord is the final arbiter and he will de 
cide. 
“ Bullets came by thousands at the 
time of the Jameson rai<l,but the burgh 
ers were uut<juched. Over 100 were 
killed on the other side, showing that 
the Lord directed our bullets. The 
Lord rules the world. ” 
Mr. J. M. A. Wolmaraus, one of the 
two uon-official members of the execu­ 
tive council, said he hoped that when 
the raads reassembled they would be 
without a convention and would be a 
tree pt-ople. God, he declared, had often 
used England to bring the burghers 
back to the faith of their forefathers. 
Ill the course of his speech he ex­ 
claimed: 
“ England has refused every­ 
thing, even arbitration.”

Secretary Barton read the report of 
the European Turkey and the Eastern 
Turkey missions; Madura and Ceylon 
missions in iudia; Japan, Austria, Spain 
aud Mexico. 
The report showed that 
every pofit brought appeals for larger 
liberty ffcid a more aggressive policy 
in the work of evangelization. 
Opposition to the onward progress of 
the kingdom was giving way all along 
the battle hue that encircled the world. 
Since the war the missionaries in 
Spain have carried on their work as be­ 
fore, without the slightest indication 
that any ill-will was entertained; while 
in some places it has been made most 
evident that the people were especially 
eager to greet and honor Americans. 
Secretary Smith’s report showed that 
a force of 529 missionaries, assisted by 
3,155 native laborers in 1,417 stragetic 
joints, preach the Gospel in 26 different 
languages; 493 organized churches have 
a present membership ol 49,782, of 
whom 5,047 have been received on con­ 
fession this year, aud 1,021 Sunday 
schools gather 65,903 pupilsjevery Lord’s 
day. 
H ospitals and dispensaries admin­ 
istered relief to 120,OOO. 


Manila, Get. 5.-—An attack upon 
Paranaque was made by the insurgents, 
and rebel sympathizers in the town set 
fire to a number of buildings. 
Colonel Daggett repulsed the attack 
and declined offers of assistance from 
Bacoor. 
The extent of the damage done by the 
incendiary tires

learned. 
Manila, Oct. 5.—Several hundred in­ 
surgents reoccupied Porac, which was 
captured by General MacArthur on 
Sept. 28 aud evacuated by the Ameri­ 
cans the following day. 
The insurgent forces were also re­ 
ported moving toward Mexico, south­ 
east of Angeles. 
The object of the double movement 
was, apparently, to get behind the 
American garrison on both sides of the 
Manila-Dagnpau railway. 
Reconnoisances from Mexico by the 
Fourth cavalry toward 
Santa 
Ana, 
northeast of Mexico, and toward Arayat, 
due north of Santa Ana, developed the 
fact that the insurgents were in posi­ 
tion at both points. 
An American private was killed in the 
skirmish at Santa Ana. 
The Arayat party learned that Scott 
and Edwards of the Tweuty-lifth in­ 
fantry, who are missing, are prisoners 
at Magaiaye (MagalangeV). The insur­ 
gents made two attacks on Calamba, in 
which the commanding officer reports 
60 Filipinos were killed and 
many 
wounded. 
Two companies of the Twenty-first 
regiment repelled each attack, losing 
two men killed and seven wounded. 
Bolomen surprised an American out­ 
post near Guagua, killing two privates. 
The other two escaped. 
While four sailors of the United States 
cruiser Baltimore were entering the Ba- 
ooor river in a coat, after the tight, they 
received a volley, wounding three. 
It 
was understood that the volley came 
from United States soldiers, who, hav­ 
ing been ordered to prevent the passing 
of boats, tired by mistake upon the Bal­ 
timore’s boats. 
Rear Admiral Watson announced the 
recovery of the United States gunboat 
Urdaneta, which was captured and 
beached by the insurgents near Orani, 
on the Orani river, where she had been 
blockading. 
The expedition was entirely success­ 
ful, the Americans suffering no casual­ 
ties.

The magistrates and municipal officers 
have assembled in the town hall to con­ 
coct measures for the defense of the 
town against an expected attack. 
All 
the women aud children have been or­ 
dered to leave for the interior of N atal.” 
L o n d o n , Oct. 5.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria said the Transvaal gov­ 
ernment seized gold to the value of 
£800,000, which is now lodged In the 
state mint. 
The government, the dis­ 
patch added, will indemnify the banks 
to which the gold is consigned. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 5.—The most sensa­ 
tional news from 8011th Africa is a re­ 
iteration of the report of the acquisition 
by the Transvaal authorities of £500,- 
000 in gold, which was on the way to 
Cape Town from Johannesburg. 
The 
confirmation comes from two sources. 
Tile Cape Argus asserts that the 
Boers made the seizure at Y'ereenigiug, 
the amount being tile week’s shipment 
of gold on the way from tile Rand to 
Cape Town, and forwarded to treasury 
at Pretoria. 
The report is also confirmed by 
cablegram received by a mining com­ 
pany in London from their representa­ 
tive, which is to the effect that the train 
upon which he was traveling from Jo­ 
hannesburg to Cape Town was held up 
and looted by Boers, who secured £300,- 
000 in gold, the amount being consider­ 
ably less than the original estimate.

“ Everything points to war because 
spirit of falsehood has overtaken other 
countries and because the people of the 
Transvaal wish to govern themselves.

“ Bullets came by thousands at the 
time of the Jameson raid,but the burgh 
ers were untouched. Over IOO were 
killed on the other side, showing that 
the Lord directed our bullets. The 
Lard rules the world. ’ ’ 
Mr. J. M. A. Wolniaruns, one of the 
two non-official members of the execu­ 
tive council, said he hoped that when 
the raads reassembled they would be 
without a convention and would be a 
free people. God, he declared, had often 
used England to bring the burghers 
back to the faith of their forefathers.

France, in order to get the control of 
important patents. In London papers 
of August 24th is an account of pre­ 
liminary steps for the formation of a 
wall paper trust, of which the London 
Leader says: “We have already had a 
number of big combines, and the very 
latest is the combination of big manu­ 
facturers to keep up the price of wall 
paper,” and adds that those who de­ 
cline to enter the

Protection can have 


nothing to do with them. 
If protection were the ‘ mother of 
trusts” there would be none of these 
combinations in England.

W ashington, Oct. b.—A split on po­ 
litical lines was narrowly averted in the 
meeting of the Pan-Presbyterian al­ 
liance. 
Tile trouble grew out of a reso­ 
lution the day before favoring arbitra­ 
tion as a solution of the difficulty be­ 
tween Great Britain and the Trausvaal. 
Objection to this resolution was raised 
on the ground that arbitration was out 
of place between a sovereign state aud 
one of its dependencies. 
There are two 
South African delegates to the meeting, 
Rev. P. C. J. Meirtng of Johannesburg 
and Rev. H. S. Bowman of Pretoria. Mr. 
Bosnian left Here on Monday for Africa I 
in response to a cablegram begging him I 
to come back to his peonle because of J 
the threatening war outlook. 
j 
Dr. Metring soon atter the session 
opened presented a letter to the chair­ 
man of the meetmg. 
This was referred 
without reading to the business com­ 
mittee. 
'I bough its contents were not 
made public, it was soon known that it 
was a request from the Boer member to 
have his name stricken from the rolls 
as an evidence of his displeasure at the 
slight put u|*ou his country. 
At the 
afternoon session, however, an adjust­ 
ment was reached. 
Dr. Meinug was 
induced to wit hdraw his letter of resig­ 
nation ann the chairman preseuted the 
following resolution, which was unani­ 
mously adopted:

from United States soldiers, who, hav­ 
ing been ordered to prevent the passing 
of boats, fin'd by mistake upon the Bal­ 
timore's boats. 
Rear Admiral Watson announced the

beached by tile insurgents near Gram, 
on the Gram river, where she had been 
blockading.

practically destroyed when the Demo­ 
crats passed the Wilson tariff 
law. 
The McKinley law declared every trust 
or combination in restraint of trade 
unlawful, and inflicted heavy penal­ 
ties. 
In nearly every Republican state 
laws against trusts are on the statute 
books, while the old Democratic state 
of New Jersey is the home of trusts. 
The corporation laws of New Jersey 
were enacted by a Democratic legisla­ 
ture. 
Havermeyer. the president of 
the 
sugar trust, declares that “the protec­ 
tive tariff is the m other of trusts." 
The sugar trust imported billions of 
pounds of raw sugar Just before the 
W ilson law went out and the Dingley 
law came in. 
Why did the sugar trust 
do this if the Democratic Wilson free 
trade law was not more favorable to 
It than the Dingley law? 
Haverm eyer’s profits on sugar under 
the Dingley protective tariff law are 
oue-fifth of a cent less per pound than 
they were under the Wilson law. That 
Is why be is the champion of free 
trade and attacks protection. 
If Havermeyer had called the pro­ 
tective tariff “the m other of industry” 
Instead of “the m other of trusts." hs 
would have been stating a truth, in­ 
stead of putting forth a lie.
